Position of San Francisco. 



Looking north wnril we boliolil two 
railways in rapid course of construc- 
tion, eacli to span the continent. One 
to connect the waters of the great 
lakes with Puget Sound, the other to 
connect the navigable waters of the St. 
Lawrence with Burrard Inlet on the 
Straits of Georgia; both to bo complet- 
ed within three years, one of them 
within tive months. Looking south- 
ward about the same distance, we see 
ft railway traversing the continent 
from a point on the Gulf of California, 
through Sonora, with transcontinental 
divergences to St. Louis, New Orleans, 
and all intermediate parts of the ■South- 
western States, and even into Mexico 
as far as her capital. This southern 
railway is but a part of a system 
which, when completed, will bring 
Guaymas into direct rail communica- 
tion with Arizona, and so on with all 
of California; with Sonora and a great 
part of the Republic of Mexico; and In- 
die supplement of steamships with ev- 
ery country in or bordering on the Pa- 
cific Ocean, whose American trade up 
to this date San Francisco has mon- 
opolized. With these prospects in view, 
some of them almost realized, for the 
first time in thirty-uve years, the man 
who can see at all begins to see that 
San Francisco is not much longer to be 
left without competitors for the mercan- 
tile and commercial empire of the Pa- 
cific. It is an old and true saying that 
"Bragwell is a good dog, but Floldfaft 
ft better." For more than thirty years 
wohavebeen serenely solacing ourselves 
with the brag that this is the one great 
Occidental city, the "Queen" of the 
"Western seas, to whom all others must 
bow down. A good deal of this time Mel- 
bourne was ahead of us in population) 
and Sydney in trade; but we clung to 
, the brag all the samo, because. Austra- 
lia is afar off, and nearer rthan that 
there was no rival or sign of one. But 
now comes the sudden awakening from 
a long sleep to the unpleasant thought 
that both to the north and to the 
south of us, we are to have competition. 
On the one side Guaymas, backed by 
Boston capital, threatens to have a line 
of steamships to New Zealand and 
Australia, while on the other side, it 
is beyond a doubt that both the North- 
ern Pacific and the Canadian Pacific- 
railway companies will have each it.s 
own line of ocean steamships to China 
and Japan. The Canadian Pacific, in 
all probability, will have its o. valine 
to Australia, for that will bo for' emi- 
grants from England the preferred, 
and, perhaps, the cheapest if not the 
nearest route. 

We need not feel much jealousy of 
any rival city that may spring up on 
the Gulf of California. It is too hot a 
region for enterprise. But that Paget 
Sound will produce such a rival is a, 
thing already in sight, Portland on 
the Willamette is not to remain the 
commercial metropolis of the north. 
It is too far inland— 120 miles from 
the sea — and the navigation is far too 
uncertain. The Columbia river bar is 
the terror of seamen. At the best it 
is not good for more than eighteen feet 
of water at mean tides, and that damns 
it. It is not susceptible of permanent 
improvement. The sands dredged out 
in the summer the winter storms res- 
tore again and again and forever. 
Villard, for this and other reasons, 
will not suspend operations on the 
Northern Pacific till he gets a road 
straight through the Cascade Moun- 
tains to some point at deep water on 
the Sound; and there will be laid the 
foundation of a city of the future 
which is to enter into a sharp compe- 
tition with San Frabciseo for the com- 
merce of the ocean, [t may be Ta- 
coma, Olympia. Seattle, Ship Harbor, 
or some new ground at present un- 
thought of. But it will be. And it 
may be that the two great railway 
companies will agree upon a common 
terminus for both — say Ship Harbor, 
sometimes known as' Anacortes. If :;o, 
then so much the great and more 
rapid will bo the growth of our rival. 
These two transcontinental roads, with 
their many branches planned and plan- 
ing, will drain the traffic of a region 
larger than all the present western 
States; a great part of it is rich in agri- 
cultural resources, as Ohio or Iowa; 
another part covered with forests of 
the best timber on the continent; still 
another part with mines of gold, silver, 
copper, iron and coal; and all of it to 
gather constituting an empire with 
capabilities for more millions of inhab- 
itants than all the western and south- 
western States contain, in independence 
and affluence. Such a region must 
and will have its metropolis of com- 
merce on either ocean, but the greatest 
one is likely to be on the waters of 
the Pacific. Mind, we are not saying 
that a city, or two cities, of a million 
each, on Puget Sound and the Gulf 



of Georgia, are going to damage busi 
ness in San Francisco. Not at all. 
The more cities there and on the Gulf 
of California the better for us. This 
will always be a cehtrhi point, much 
.sought both for trade and pleasure, and 
the more people, the more wealth, the 
more trade we have on the coast, the 
greater our own population, wealth and 
trade will become, though it may cease 
to be the greatest. — S. F. Neiosletter.

A STRONG WITNESS FOR THE 
GOVEEXMENT. 

There would seem to be no boundu to 
the mendacious statements of the ex- 
organ. Having been shown up and discred- 
ited for its falsehoods respecting the 
government policy, and finding itself un- 

. able to secure a patient hearing in the 
court of public opinion it drags Mr. Jan. 
Reid, M.P., inco the polemical arena and 
attributes to that gentleman the expres- 
sion of the opinion that the local govern- 
ment's policy is a gigantic fiasco. We 
have looked through the report of the 
interview with Mr. Reid and can nowhere 
find that he uttered a word that would 
justify our contemporary's impudent con- 
clusion. In point of fact Mr. Reid dis- 
putes the Standard's remarks, and proves 
it to have been wrong in every position it 
has taken. The Standard asserted that 
there had been legislation at Ottawa on 
the new terms. Mr. Reid says that there 
were none. The Standard said that the 
lands would not be thrown open for set- 
tlomont this year. Mr. Reid produces 
Sir John Macdonald's announcement in 
support of The Colonist's contention that 
they would bo thrown open. The Stand- 
ard said that the §750,000 was not intend- 
ed for Island railway purposes. Mr. Reid 
again quotes Sir John Macdonald as stating 
that the money was intended for the 
Island railway only. So, it will be ob- 
served, on every cardiual point our con- 
temporary has been confounded by the 
result of the interview with Mr. Reid and 
shown to be, instead of a political light of 
40-candle power, nothing but a farthing 
rush, and a very inferior article at that. 
As was stated yesterday, on every point 
connected with the terms the Standard 
has been proved to be an unreliable guide 
and a dishonest counsellor. Wo have the 
papers to show that when the government 
policy was first introduced he denounced 
it as ruinous; that when the government 
failed to acquiesce in the request of Sir 
John Macdonald to alter the sottlonient 
bill he approved of its course; and that 
now, when it professes to believe thero is 
a hitch in the negotiations, it condemns 
this government as responsible for 
what he is pleased to call a "fiasco." If 
tlio ex-orgiin has any more witnesses *o 
bring forward we hope ho will do so. Mr. 
Reid's evidence is a capital thing for the 
government; first, becauso he is a 
thoroughly reliable gentleman; and, se- 
cond, because his testimony proves the 

.. Standard to have been in the wrong and 
the government in the right. 

PRINTER'S WAGES. 



Unpleasant rumors are floating about 
town. It is said that the Standard pub- 
lisher is organizing a band of "rat" print- 
ers to take the place of men who are 
working for him at 45 cents per thousand 
ems, the current rate of wages. This 
augurs badly for the permanence of the 
Standard. It has been known for a long 
time that that paper is in a bad way; 
that its circulation has been steadily de- 
creasing, and that m spite of taking ad- 
vertisements at any price, and offering a 
whole library of books to people as an in- 
ducement to them to subscribe, the circu- 
lation continues to fall. But we had no 
idea that the publisher would resort to 
the makeshift of taking bread out of his 
printers' mouths to enable him to keep 
his own head above the waves of adver- 
' " sity. 

Tho above is from the Post of last 
evening. Wo hope that it may prove to 
bo devoid of truth, although a report sim- 
ilar in purport has been circulating 
among the workingmen for several days. 
There can be no possible excuse for a re- 
duction of printer's wages at this time 
by our morning contemporary; and even 
if, as is asserted by the Post, the Stan- 
dard is rapidly declining in circulation 
and business, wo fail to see in that any 
good reason why the publisher of the 
Standard should expect his printers to 
pay his losses. 



Family Librarios. 

Every family should be supplied with 
books, and eacli household should, as far 
as their ability will allow, procure a fam- 
ily library. There is no estimating the 
value of a few well-selected books. Chil- 
dren should be induced to begin early to 
improve their minds, and nothing draws 
them moro to study than good sound peri- 
odical literature, and weli-seleeted books 
—books adapted to their age and pro- 
gross and their education. Money cannot 
1)0 better expended. Instead of toys and 
perishable gifts, purchase books for your 
children. Every few months add some- 
thing new to the library, and bo sure to 
preserve the old works. Lei there be in 
the house a book-ease, shelves, somo 
place where the books and papers are de- 
posited; have them carefully preserved 
;>,nd soon a little handful will swell into 
armfuls, and the minds of the children 
will expand with the increase of tho libra- 
ry until a good store will*bo found in the 
house, and much knowledge will be gained 
by the growing children. 

Good books, a taste for reading, will 
keep the children at home and make them 
happy in tho family circle, when other- 
wise they will lie straying off hunting 
society, looking for something to engage 
the mind and satisfy the cravings of a 
hungry intollect. Games and worldly 
amusements aro substituted for books and 
intellectual culture, where there is no 
library at home, no food for the inquiring 
mind. Let parents think of these tilings. 
Much, very much, depends on the early 
training of the child in regard to study, 
as well as 'other things. — (Jlmvch and 
Hum?.. 



Tho Quoon's Hoalth— Her Majosty, 
Proaovmcod Bottor- 

London, Juno C— It has been official- 
ly asserted this afternoon that there is no 
foundation in any form in rumors that 
may have recently been put in circulation 
in regard to the state, of the Queen's 
health. Her majesty i3 said to be pro- 
gressing slowly toward complete recovery 
of her health. She is pronounced deci- 
dedly better since she has been at Balmo- 
ral. A court circular issued this after- 
noon states that she drove out twice on 
Monday in company with Princess Bea- 
trice. Tho fact that the Prince of Wales 
was at Ascot both yesterday and to-day, 
shows conclusively that no alarm is felt 
in the housbhold about the condition of 
tho Queen. One of the London papers 
denies anything concerning her other 
than tho statement in the court circular.

EUROPE. 

Dublin, June 5.— It is rumored that 
the Inviucibles extensively used poison 
in removing obnoxious persons. The po- 
lice are investigating. A number of cases 
of suspicious deaths have occurred in the 
last few years, especially a hotel-keeper 
named Jury of Dublin, who died a fort 
night after the Phoenix park murders. 
From disclosures by informers the au- 
thorities do not doubt that Jury was 
poisoned. Tho reason alleged for the 
poisoning is that he inadvertently opened 
a letter addressed to Tynen, who was 
staying at Jury's hotel. Jury discovered 
that the letter contained directions in re- 
gard to a secret socioty. Jury destroyed 
the letter. A waiter informed Tynan 
that Jury had a letter for him, and it is 
thought Jury's removal was then decided 
upon. 

London, June 5. — Lord Rosebery has 
iengned the office of under secretary of 
tho homo dopartmont, and John Tomlin- 
son Gilbert, member of parliament for 
Oldham, and parliamentary secretary to 
the local government board, has been ap- 
pointed his successor. The resignation is 
duo to tho recent expressions of feeling 
in the house of commons that the secre- 
tary for the home department should be 
a- member of the houso of commons. 

London, JunoC. — A Times correspond- 
ent at Paris says a nihilist communication 
has been issued which states that while 
the force of the Russian government and 
its most important spies have been con- 
centrated at Moscow during the festival 
the nihilists took the advantage to spread 
documents and enroll supporters m St. 
Reterburg and other centres. It says the 
strength of tho party in St. Petersburg is 
greatly increasing and asserts that there 
were at the coronation officials and others 
under orders of the nihilists near enough 
to the czar to have struck him on the 
brow if word had boeu given. It was 
even feared that some too zealous parties 
might throw a grenade at the czar. 

Paris, June (i. — War preparations on 
a large scale are being made for China. 
Three corps of troops are in readiness, 
and tho Chinese fleet is under orders to 
sail for Tonquin. 

Rome, June 0. — In n» debate on tho 
tariff in the chamber of deputies, Capcrle 
said it was absolutely necessary for Italy 
to defend herself against the competition, 
not only of America but Asia and Austria 
which abound in virgin soil.. 

London, Juno 6. — Informers Kava- 
nagh and Ilanlan were sent to England 
from Dublin yesterday. 

Moscow, June 5. — All foreign news- 
paper correspondents and prominent 
members of tho Russian press at the cor- 
onation, will attend a soiree given by 
Gen. Woeontzoff-Dachkofl", minister of 
tho imperial housohuld, and will present 
him with an address, thanking him for 
the cordial welcome extended them dur- 
ing tho festivities. It is rumored that 
Dschkoff, a well-known writer, has been 
banished for publishing articles asking 
the czar to grant liberal reforms. There 
is no truth in tho story that tho mayor of 
Moscow has boon removed from office. 

Paris, Juno G. — The chamber of depu- 
ties has passed a bill to reform the min- 
istry. 

Madrid, Juno 6. — The governor gene- 
ral of Cuba having reported favorably 
concerning tho state of the island, over a 
hundred exiles will bo allowed to return 
there shortly. A trial has begun at 
Xeres of 17 members of tho Black Hand 
socioty, charged with murdering an asso- 
ciate suspected of betraying the organiza- 
tion to the government. The public 
prosecutor in opening the case claimed 
that he would submit evidence sufficient 
to secure the execution of the prisoners. 

Moscow, June 0. — Moscow, the tele- 
graph newspaper printed here, has been 
suppressed by the authorities for printing 
objectionable articles. 

Dublin, June G.— Quakers in Ireland 
have distributed in County Donegal 220 
tons of ,ieod potatoes, thus relieving suf- 
fering families in that county. 

Japan. 

Of fifty-eight porsons arrested at Fuku- 
shima on a charge of high treason, fifty- 
one have been acquitted and only soven 
remanded. The authorities deem the 
matter sufficiently important to justify 
the opening of an extraordinary Court. 

Further consideration of the new press 
regulations impresses still more upon tho 
minds of the public their excessive sever- 
ity and the great fear that some, at least, 
of the members of the government have 
of any disinterested criticism of their ac- 
tions. Several newspapers in Tokio have 
already announced their intention of sus- 
pending publication. 

Tho steamship Carnarvonshire, from 
Yokohama to Kobe, was stranded near 
Oo-sima on April 20th and has since be- 
come a total wreck. 

A company for tho improvement of the 
silk produce is to be established by tho 
Government. 

The railway botween Tokio and Kuma- 
gai will bo opened on tho 1st of July 
next. This adds a few more miles to Ja- 
pan's lilliputian railway system. 

The frauds of tho Mitsui Bank amount 
to over $20,000. Tho person who forged 
tho spurious notes has boen detected. 

The Mikado has confered the cross of 
tho fourth class of the orner of the Rising 
Sun upon the Count Raphael de Viol 
Castp!, Secretary to the French Legation, 
and that of tho fifth upon M . Gastan Galy, 
Interpreter to the same Legation. 

A two-headed calf with hoofs like tor- 
toise-shell is now being exhibited in Kiini- 
amoto, Kumamoto ken. 

The Jiyu Shinbun announces that the 
Mikado is about to confer the Imperial 
Order of the Chrysanthemum (kikku) on 
the King of Portugal. The insignia has 
been dispatched to the Minister for Japan 
in France, who will proceed to Lisbon for 
the purpose of presenting it to the King. 

China. 

A sensation was caused in Shanghai 
recently by tho resignation of all of the 
members, with two exceptions, of the 
French municipality. The cause was the 
French consul s refusal to prevent the 
Merchants' steam navigation company 
from, having a telephone line erected 
along the Bubbling Well road. 

Since the government took possession 
of the opium farm near Hongkong prose- 
cutions for preparing and retailing pre- 
pared opium without licenses have been 
far more numerous than they were dur- 
ing the reign of the Chinese farmers.' 

It is rumored that that the banished 
Dai In Kun, late rulor of Corea, has gone 
to Peking to petition the ompress for per- 
mission to return to his native land. 

The French men-of-war who have been 
wintering in Hongkong have gone to Ha- 
Moi to assist in the suppression of the 
"Black Flag" marauders. ThaAnamosa 
aro said to have been assisted in the va- 
rious encounters by large numbers of 
Chinese. They are armed with rides of 
precision, but their ability to use them is 
insignificant. 

It hat. just been announced that the 
light on the south cape of Formosa was 



Bhown for the first time on the 1st of 
April. The light is what is called a fixed 
dioptric one, showing a white light be- 
tween certain bearings and a red light be- 
tween other fixed points. 

California 


San FliAXCisco, June G. — Judge 
Webb yesterday sentenced three white 
men found guilty of being inside an 
opium joint for the purpose of smoking 
opium, to a term ofjimprisoninent in the 
county jail. The Judge stated that if 
persons will persist in the Chinese vice 
of opium smoking, they do so at their 
peril, and when arrested and brought 
before him and convicted, they must 
not expect to get off with light penal 
ties. 

San Francisco, June 6. — What, 
might have been a serious lire was dis- 
covered accidentally this evening in 
the Auditor's room of the Western 
Union Telegraph Company. The in- 
tense smoke gave a quick . alarm, and 
by the aid of the hose in the building 
the lire was immediately extinguished. 
Damage was nominal. 

San Francisco, June G. — The So- 
brante gunpowder works, near San 
Pablo, blew up this afternoon at 2 
o'clock. Many lives are reported lost, 
but particulars are wanting. 

Oregon. 

Portland, Or , July G. — Orders 
have just been given by the Oswego 
rolling mills and iron works to a lead- 
ing architect fof this city to prepare 
plans for 500 cottage hemes, which it 
is proposed to erect by the company 
during the present season at that point. 
Oswego is situated on the west side of 
the Willamette river, some seven miles 
above Portland. The Oregon Iron 
and Steel company propose to construct 
soon immense rolling mills there and 
employ a great number of operatives 
who are expected to occupy in part 
these cottages. This improvement 
means the accession of at least 2000 
souls to the population of Oswego. 
The order will indicate the magnitude 
of the proposed enterprise. 

Great public interest is manifested 
in the approaching municipal election. 
The question of a high liquor license 
will doubtless cut a very prominent 
figure in the contest. It is thought 
the wholesale and retail liquor men 
will unite and oppose solidly the tem- 
perance element. Politics, apparently, 
will enter very little into the election, 
which promises to be very warm.

Municipal Pollco Court 

(Before Hon. a. F. Pembertori.} 

Thursday, June 7. 

YYi Yune, on remand from the 7th of 
May, was charged with being in unlawful 
possession of a quantity of gold dust and 
coin, worth- $300. 

Mr. Mills appeared for the accused and 
asked that the ease be dismissed.

George Elvin was charged with driving 
over Jamea Bay bridge at a pace faster 
than a walk on the afternoon of June 4th.

Glover fm- $500 worth of goods to be ex- 
empt from seizure under the homestead 
acts, and after hearing Mr. J. P. Walls 
for the widow and Mr. R. E, Jackson for 
the plaintiff, the judge granted the appli 
cation and appointed she therifl' and 
Capt. Clarke valuers. 

Launch of tho Lottio. 

At eight o'clock last evening the new 
steam tug, built for Mr. Hickey at Bol- 
ton's yard, James Bay bridge, was launched 
without a hitch, in the presence of six or 
seven hundred spectators, who witnessed 
the launch from the bridge and in the 
immediate vicinity of the ways. The 
ceremony of christening was performed by 
Miss Anna Penketh, who, as the little 
vessel went down the rather steep incline 
and dove into the water, broke the tra- 
ditional bottle of champagne over tho 
bows and named her the "Lottie. " Hearty 
cheers were^ given for the owner and 
builder, and in five minutes afterwards 
the crowd had completely dispersed. 

Tim Steamer Western Slope. — The 
steamer Western Slope, moored at the cus- 
tom house, is being repainted. She has 
already been on the ways and received a 
thorough overhauling as regards her hull. 
Her boiler has also been partially renew- 
ed. Nn alteration will be made in the 
fittings of her passenger accommodation 
beyond >a general cleaning up. She will 
pmbably be ready in about three weeks. 

From the Sound.— The steamer North 
Pacific arrived from the Sound yesterday 
at one o'clock with freight and passengers. 
Among the former were 72'J sheep for 
VanVolkenburgh it Co, This is probably 
the largest consignment of sheep ever 
brought to this port. 

Discharging.— The barium Princess 
Royal commenced discharging her cargo 
at the Hudson Bay Co. 's wharf -yesterday. 
The goods seem to be in excellent order, 
and the vessel herself is as trim as paint 
and the scrubber can make here. 

Tin; Bark Alden Besse. — This vessel, 
lying at Welch, Rithet it Co.'s wharf will 
commence to discharge, to-day. As hor 
mainmast is somewhat weak she will prob- 
able be supplied with a new one of Oregon 
pine. 

Bark CoNNAOGHT. — Capt. Harmon ex- 
amined this barque yesterday. His ro- 
port has not yet been made out; but we 
have every reason to believe that the ves- 
sel can be rendered seaworthy at a com- 
paratively small outlay. 

Death. — On Wednesday Mrs. Charles 
Gabriel, of this city, received a telegram 
from New York announcing the death of 
her father, Henry II. Green, a noted in- 
ventorjtnd leading manufacturer. 

Saanich Church. — Work on the new 
Anglican church in Lake district will be 
commenced on Monday next. The sett- 
lers are generously aiding towards the 
cost of erection. 

Saanich Road.— Mr. Snyder, with a 
gang of men, will begin work on Saanich 
road this side of the Royal Oak, on Mon- 
day next. 



THE NORTHERN PACIFIC 
RAILWAY 

TO EE COMPLETED. TO SEATTLE 
BY, SEPTEMBER 1st. 

Frolgnt and Passongor Rates— Facil- 
ities lor Travei. &o. 

John Muir, Esq., Superintendent of 
the Western Division of the Northern 
Pacific Railway Co., was at the Driard 
House yesterday, where a representative 
of Thi Colonist was favored with an inter- 
view. 

Mr. Muir expressed himself as confi- 
dent that the Northern Pacific Railway 
will be completed through from the East 
to Seattle by tho 1st of September when 
the Company will be prepared to deliver 
freight from New York to Portland and 
Sound ports. The section between Kal- 
ama and Portlaud will be completed in 
time for the date fixed for opening, and 
until a bridge is built across Columbia 
rivor trains will be crossed in a gigantic 
ferry-boat capable of accommodating !>0 
cars. This ferryboat has been built at 
tho East and is shipped in sections for 
Portland, where it will be put together. 
The company intend to have the same 
through rates to Sacramento and Seattle 
as to Portland. As they are desirous of 
cultivating tho trade of British Columbia, 
freight from Montreal to Victoria will be 
laid down at about the same rates as from 
New York to Portland. Probably a 
Blight addition may be made for carriage 
from Seattle to Victoria, hut if so it cer- 
tainly will not exceed $2 per ton. The 
tariff of freight rates contemplated by the 
Northern Pacific Railway Company on its 
through business from East to West, will 
be similar to that ruling between New- 
York San Francisco. The advantages to 
tho niorchants of Victoria of forwarding 
eastern goods over the Northern Pacific 
Railway will be a saving in cost of the 
freight from San Francisco to Victoria 
and a considerable saving in time, as 
freight will be carried between New York 
and Victoria iu fifteen days. Mr. Muir 
was not in a position to state what the 
passenger rates between Victoria and 
New York will be when the N. P. line is 
completed, but remarked that they would 
be reasonable, and that l he rates between 
St. Paul and Portland are now $100 first 
class, .$75 second class and $45 im- 
migrants. As soon as the through line is 
opened Mr. Muir anticipates quite a rush 
of poople from the Eastern States into the 
Pacific Northwest, many of whom would 
doubtless settle iu British Columbia and 
Alaska. In anticipation of increased travel 
on Puget Sound waters two magnificent 
steamers are now under construction for 
tho company, one of which, an 18-kuot 
boat, with all tho latest improvements for 
tho comfort and accomodation uf passen- 
gers, will be run daily between Victoria 
and Seattle. Now that parliament has 
been prorogued at Ottawa there is no 
longer an excuse for any further delay on 
the part of the Dominion Government in 
throwing the railway hind belt open for 
settlement, so that immigrants arriving 
by the now trans-continental route can 
settle permanently iu British Columbia. 



Tho Channol Tunnol. 

The fear of invasion which troubles the 
minds of the English people was very well 
illustrated in the quostions asked Sir 
Edward Watkin, the projector of tho 
channel tunnel, by the joint committee of 
the house of lords and commons appoint- 
ed to inquire into this subject. Sir Ed- 
ward stated that the entire cost of the 
work would bo less than $15,000,000; that 
for this sum of money a safe tunnel could 
be constructed, through which 250 trains 
could run each way per day, at a speed of 
about 45 miles an hour, having a capacity 
to carry 14,000,000 passengers per year, 
and a proportionate amount of merchan- 
dise. He then proposed that the com- 
pany should construct, tit a cost of $1,- 
'250,000, a fort to defend the entrance, 
this to be made of the concrete and ma- 
terial excavated from the tunnel. Near 
this fort, and forming a part of the tun- 
nel itself, was to be the custom house. 
At each end of this establishment there 
would be a strong steel grating in sliding 
grooves, weighing about 100 tons, and 
worked by hydraulic levers. Tho machin- 
ery would be interlocking, so that when 
a train entered one gate the other would 
close, and when tho second was opened 
the first would shut itself. The machin- 
ery would be worked by "persons out- 
side of the gates, who would bo on 
the watch to see that everything was 
right before the gratings were rolled aside. 
Then, in addition, a system of sluiceways 
would be provided by which the entire 
tunnel might be filled with water in twen- 
ty minutes. But in spite of these guar- 
antees of safety, there is little reason for 
believing that public opinion in England 
will sanction tho proposed work. The 
questions of the members of the commit- 
tee Indicate that, in their opinion, the 
fortress at the end of the tunnel should 
bo one which should cost not less than 
$10,000,000. Then they asked if dyna- 
mite might not bo used to destroy the 
100-lou gates. The reply made was that 
such a use might be made of this explo- 
sive, but that, in destroying the grating, 
there would be a very strong probability 
that the tunnel would also be destroyed 
and everybody in it. . 

Tho Papal Lotter- 

The London Times' version of the papal 
letter is as follows: It is true that, accord- 
ing to those instructions, it is lawful forthe 
Irish to seek redress for their grievances, 
and strive for their rights, but always at 
the same time observing the divine max- 
im, to seek first the kingdom of God and 
his justice, and remembering also that it is 
wicked to further any cause, no matter 
how just, by illegal means. It is certain- 
ly not forbidden to collect for the relief 
of tho distress in Ireland, but at tho 
same time the afore-cited apostolic man- 
date absolutely condemns such collections 
as arc raised in order to inflame popular 
passion, to be used as a means of leading 
men into rebellion against the laws. 
Abovo all things, the clergy must hold 
themselves aloof from such subscriptions, 
when it is plain that hatred and dissen- 
sions are aroused by them. That never 
iu any case are censures pro lounced 
against crimes and murders with which 
wicked men stain themselves, and 
especially when it is asserted 
that the measure of true patriotism ia 
in proportion to the amount of money 
given, or refused, so as to bring the peo- 
ple under the pressure of intimidation. 
In these circumstances it intiHt be evident 
to your lordship that the collection of the 
so-called Parnell testimonial fund cannot 
be approved by this sacred congregation, 
consequently it cannot be tolerated that 
any ecclesiastic, much less a bishop, 
should tako any part, whatever, in recom- 
mending or promoting it. The letter was 
not from the pope, as many have thought, 
but fvom the propaganda. 



A MANIAC MOTHER'S CRIME. 

Sho MnrAors Hor Three Children and 
Kills Horself. 

Chicago, June 2, — A Tribune special 
of the 1st from Carlisle, Pa., says: The 
people of tho little village of Huntsville, 
in Pennsylvania township, Luzerne Co., 
were horrified this morning by the infor- 
mation that Mrs. Martin Douglas and her 
three children wero lying dead in the 
house, with their throats cut from ear to 
ear. Martin Douglas is a young laboring 
man and works at the Pine Grove fur- 
nace, five miles from his home. His cus- 
tom has been to go to his work on Sunday 
ovonings, work all the week and return 
to his family on Saturday. His children 
wero all small, the oldest being five years 
and the yoimgost but six months old. 
They and their mother were the only oc- 
cupants of tho house, but as Mrs. Doug- 
las' parents lived near and her mother 
was frequently back and forth, it was 
thought entirely safe for the husband to 
remain away all tho week. Some weeks 
ago, however, the family physician 
thought he noticed symptoms of insanity 
in Mrs. Douglas, and so informed the 
woman's husband, and also her parents, 
but they saw nothing wrong iu the wo- 
man's conduct and paid little or no heed 
to what the doctor said. Last evening 
Mrs. Douglas' mother went- to see her, 
remaining until about nine o'clock, the 
children having been put to bod before 
she left. The report says she saw noth- 
ing in her daughter's actions to cause any 
suspicion that she was not in her right 
mind, or entirely safe to leave alone with 
her little children. 

This morning, no one appearing at Mrs. 
Douglas' house, the neighbors became 
suspicious that thore was something 
wrong, and Mrs. Douglas' mother went 
to inquire. Upon entering the house a 
most horrible sight met her gaze. There 
lay the three small children in bed, where 
she had seon them put for their slumbers 
evening bofore, with their throats cut 
and dead. On the floor lay her daughter, 
tho mother of the throe lifeless children, 
with her throat cut and gashed iu a man- 
ner that is sickening to relate, and near 
hor lay a razor, with which tho bloody 
work was done. Tho most plausible 
theory is that the mother, in an overpow- 
ering fit of insanity, committed the 
shocking deed, though somo persons are 
half inclined to think that some one else 
might have done it. Justice of tho peace 
Null held an inquost and a vordict was 
tendered that the mother had killed her 
children and then taken her own life. 



Singular Contompt of Court Caso- 

[n a case now pending a question 
arose upon a dispute between two bro- 
thers, Hindus, aB to the identity of a 
certain household deity. The judge 
deemed it necessary that the idol 
should be produced for identification 
by him, and after caroful considera- 
ti >n with the court interpreter a high- 
caste Brahmin, it was decided that, al- 
though the i-.lol could not be brought 
into court on account of the eoir mat- 
ting with which the lloor <vas covered, 
?>till that it might be with propriety 
examined in the corridor outside. The 
latter course was accordingly followed, 
and seven days afterwards a native 
newspaper, "the brahmin J'nMic Opin- 
io)!, published remarks on the judge's 
action, accusing hitn of unwarrantable 
proceedings, exceedingly hurtful to the 
feelings and prejudices of all religious 
Hindus, and accompanying those re- 
marks with others of a character se- 
riously reflecting upon the general 
proceedings of Mr. Justice N orris, the 
judge in question. These remarks and 
charges were subsequently reproduced j 
in the Bengalee, another native news- 
paper — the editor of which, a highly 
educated man, who had formerly been 
in the Covenanted Civil Service, and 
who is at the present time a honorary 
magistrate in Calcutta — with further 
comments of a very scandalous charac- 
ter, which declared that- the judge was 
unworthy of his high office. The writ- 
er also called upon the Government to 
take notice of the proceedings. Mr. 
Justice Norris denied the truth of the 
allegations thus published, and during 
the week the printer and publisher, 
with the editor, of the Bengalee were 
summoned before the Chief Justice 
and Justices Neitter, McUonell, Cun- 
ningham, and Norris. The printer 
pleaded his want of knowledge of Eng- 
lish, and his lack of power to interfere 
even had he known the nature of the 
article. The editor sought rather to 
justify his remarks. As the result, 
the printer was discharged on the 
ground of his plea above referred to, 
'nut the editor was sentenced to two 
months imprisonment on the civil side 
of the presidency gaol. Mr. Justice 
Neitter, while concurring in the find- 
ing, dissented from the sentence as 
too severe. At the conclusion of the 
case about 300 or 100 boys, pupils of 
the prisoner, assembled and throw 
stones at the court buildings, and the 
police had to interfere and take several 

of them into custody.

Animated by Remorse and Re- 
venge. — Louise Michel, the B'rench 
revolutionist, is believed by many to 
be a victim to remorse for the death of 
her husband, of which she was the in- 
direct cause. Her maiden name was 
\ r ictoire Guerier;and she is now forty- 
nine years old. In early -life she, was 
a school teacher, and while holding 
that position was married to one M. 
Tinayre. By him sho had three sons, 
two of whom are now living. They 
are engravcrs,"and execnle all the vig- 
nettes on their mother's pamphlets. 
M. Tinayre was a kind-hearted, easy- 
going man, and lie and his wife were 
devotedly attached to each other. 
Through her, however, he was led into 
the Commune, and met his death. 
Since then she liaa been animated by 
to passions only— remorse and re- 
venge. 



CHINESE IMMIGRATION. 

Tho Chinoso Alarmed ! 

Some days ago, it is stated, a meeting 
of the Chinese merchants of Victoria was 
held to consider the question of the pres- 
ent influx of Chinese, and it was resolved 
to send a despatch to the companies in 
China asking them to allow no more of 
their countrymen to come to British Col- 
umbia for the present. This evidently 
shows that they think that there are as 
many of their countrymen hero as the 
province can absorb. It is further stated 
that about '2000 Chinamen died last year 
on the railroad, but there are many others 
who leave helpless and sick and become a 
burden on the Chinese community in 
Victoria, which is not admired. The 
water in China is very soft, and the water 
here the Chinese say is "too sharp," and 
does not agree with Chinamen, in addi- 
tion to which they have to contend with 
a changeable climate winch ultimately, 
under exposure, destroys their health. 
However this may be it is likely that, for 
a while at least, Chinese immigration into 
the province will receive a check, as the 
Chinese themselves are evidently alarmed 
at the prospect of a pauper community 
arising anlong them, which they would 
find it difficult to deal with.
